Be it enacted, ete. : That in lieu of 
that amount of 4 per cent. bonds of 


the United States authorized to be is- 


sued by the Act of July 14, me 4 red 
Secretary of the Treasuty is hereby 
authorized and directed to issue a um 
not exceeding $100,000,000 in coupon 
bonds of tho States, of the de- 
nominations of $25, $50 and 6100, 
and of equal sums of each of said de- 
nominations, redeemable in coin fifty 
ears from the date of issue, and bear- 
ng interest payable semi-annually at 
the rate of 4 per‘centum per annum; 
and said bonds shall be exempt from 
taxation in like manner as those in 
place of which they are to be issued. 

Sec, 2. That said coupon bonds 
stilt be made payable to the order pf 
the person who shi pay the money 
therefor; and the name of sueh person, 
or his or her assignee, or of any sub- 
sequent assignee, and his or her resi- 
dence, shall be registered as owner of 
such bond, in like manner as if the 
same was a registered bond; and such 
coupon bonds shall be trausferrable 
only by assignment, duly acknowl- 

before and certified under the 
seal of a Clerk of a State Court of 
Record, or Federal Court, or United 
States Commissioner, which assign- 
ment shall also be executed in the 
presence of two subscribing witnesses ; 
and such assignment may also be made 
leaviug the name of the assignee 
blank; and when so made in blank and 
executed as hereinbefore provided, said 
coupes bend shall be transferrable by 
delivery in like manner as if payable 
to bearer. 

Sec. 3. That coupons attached to 
said bonds shall be puyable either in 
United States legal tender notes, or in 
coin, at the option of the United States, 
and the same shall be paid at any of 
the Sub-Treasuries or money depasi- 
tories of the United States, or at any 
National Bank. And it is hereby 
made the duty of each of the National 
Banks to pay said coupons upon pre- 
sentation, without charge, and remit 
the same to the Treasury for redemp 
tion; but said National Banks shall 
only be required to do so upon produc- 
tion of the proper bond to which the 
coupon presented shall have been 
attached. 

Sec. 4. That the Secretary shall 
keep said bonds for sale at different 
Sub-Treasuries, National banks and 
money depositories of the United 
States, and shall dispose of the same 
at par and accrued interest, for coin, 
er for United’ States legal tender 
notes at their nominal value; and such 
legal tender notes shall all be reissued 
and the proceeds and coin received for 
such bonds shall be applied to the re- 
demption of outstanding bonds of the 
United States which are redeemable 
and bear the highest rate of interest 
of such bonds. 

Bec. 5. That the provision of sec- 
tions 3704 snd 2705 of the Revised 
Statutes of the United States, author-

New Yorx, March 6.— At a meet- 
ing of the Directors of the Union Pa- 
cific Railroad Company, resolutions 
were adopted acknowledging the ne- 
cessity for a sinking fund to provide 
for the final payment of the Govern- 
ment debt, and expressing a willing- 
ness to anticipate the debt upon any 
basis anbmitted by the Government 
that is not a menace to the present or 
future prosperity of the road. They 
declare that the company is not justi- 
fied in accepting any sum in excess of 
$1,000,000 in yearly payments to the 
sinking fund; such sums to include all 
claims, annual or otherwise, now made 
by the Government, and the Board of 
Directors is advised not to accept any 
settlement that fixes the sum in excess 
of this amount. The Board of Di- 
rectors are requested to form a volun- 
teer sinking fund that will ultimately 
provide for the principal and interest 
of the Government debt, the semi- 
annual contributions to it not to ex- 
ceed $1,000,000. Some of the stock- 
holders declare that the action of the 
Government in the dealings with the 
Company for the last two years, was 
unjust and unreasonable, and that 
while the Company had carried out 
their contract with the Government, 
the latter had failed to keep equally 
good faith with the rvad.

LOCAL AFFAIRS, 


— — 
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Lenten Ramble. 


When the searcher for matter of 
local interest to his readers, finds 
that a horrid dullness has set down on 
the town, he may be pardoned if he 
transgresses, for the moment, the po- 
litic bounds which offen harrass the 
launch forth into an open sea of 
thoughts, and when in this unrudder- 
ed mood speak of subjects antiquely 
modern, and assumed to appertain to 
the essential elements of religion, ap- 
pear irreverently and sport alike with 
words, and dogmas held in veneration 
by those whose beneficent lives guide 
so well the social and religious world, 
will not these throw the veil of char- 
ity over his hasty lines, nor shower 
upon his head the ansthema merited 
by the less frank but more politic and 
cautious. 

A vast. majority of the Christian 
world are now observing a special sea- 
son of fasting and self-examination, 
even self-denial, with the view of sub- 
sequently leading purer and more de- 
vetedly Christian lives. The objects 
to be attained by this unique obser- 
vance of Lent are those in the main of 
a character, which would be commend- 
ed even the most degenerated bar- 
barian. But, as those untaught to 
observe this 40 days period of special 
grace, glance over the strange history 
of Lent, and air of the musty past 
supersticiously gathers about it, rami- 
fies its quaint intertices and surprises 
rather than shocks the mind that in an 
enlightened age the swaddling bands 
of the past, like the ancient tradictions 
referred to Christ prove a hinderance 
to the progress of religious thought 
and its intelligent practice. 

In the Greek Church wine, oil and 
flesh are not used during Lent. No 
food whatever is used during the“ Holy 
Thursday,” while dry food” is alone 
consumed on the other days. Indeed 
the divergent observance of Lent lead 
to the separation of the Greek and 
Roman Catholic Churches. Just 
on what shall be the articles of diet 
during Lent, we guote a queer passage 
found in a religious paper, published 
in Paris in the 16th century: 

“Afterthe sallad (eaten in Lent at 
the first service) we eat fried beanes, 
by which we understand confession. 
When we would have beanes well soo- 
den We lay them in steepe, for other 
wise they will never seeth kindly. 
Therefore, if we pro to mend our 
faults, it is not sufficient barely to 
confess them at all adventure, but ‘we 


must let eur confession lie in steepe in 
the water of meditation.“ 


The Greek church is very strict in 
keeping Lent; The Roman Catholic 
less strict; The Church of England 
or the Episcopal church as it is better 
known'in this country, makes Lenten 
observances voluntary; while the 
Lutherans do not impose any obliga- 
tory rules for the fasting etc., during 
this typical period. The theory of the 
charch appears to be, that its members 
by putting themselves, for a specified 
time, in a particular frame of mind, by 
performing special church service, and 
denying themselves pleasures, which 
they enjoy with perfect freedom and 
without the least violence to con- 
science at any other times, that by so 
doing, and arranging the thoughts in 
conformity to the same strict, even 
unnatural discipline, that they shall 
thus be inducted into a most praise- 
worthy religious status, and glide 
thereby smoothly through 325 days of 
the year. As frankly as before, they 
are not-clearly wrong, but are far in 
the Christian way. It might be said, 
why allow sins to pile up until forty 
or more days before the time of 
Christ's crucifiction? Why not live 
each day that life which is the best we 
can live, yet ever struggling and mak 
ing special effort, at times most favor- 
able to ourselves, to attain to a purer, 
nobler standard of grace and truth? 
Tue church enjoins that the course 
of the individual member shall be as 
we have indicated, but as a society, 
collective action is ever necessary, 
and hence the church service, rules, 
2 etc., are set for the whole church
